During the last congress there almost 
passed what was called the Smltb- 
Lever bill or the Page bill, providing 
for government aid to education, par­ 
ticularly in rural communities, coupled 
with agricultural Instruction.

Congress is near passing some such 
measure now. 
It is proposed to have a 
commission make au investigation and 
report what ought to be done. B y some 
this commission is considered as sim­

Noted New York Politician a Victim 
of Paralysis.

St. Paul, Minn., Oct. 13— Building 
equipping and opening a Union de­ 
pot in less th an a week is the new 
record which St. Paul has just estab­ 
lished. 
On Friday night. Oct. 4, the Union 
depot In St. Paul was burned. 
The 
fire wag one of the most spectacular 
ever seen in the city and the building 
which had long served as a Union de­ 
pot was totally destroyed. 
Fo rtu ­ 
nately no lives were lost although 
there were about 200 travelers in the 
building at the time the fire was dis­ 
covered. 
On Thursday, Oct. 9, a new Union 
depot was opened, fully equipped and 
even more 
conveniently 
arranged 
than the old one. 
Before the ashes 
of the ruins 'were cold hundreds of 
men were put to work to convert a 
large store building directly across 
the alley into a temporary station. 
Walls were cut through, stairways 
were built, a ticket office and large 
rest rooms were established and to­ 
day business is going on as if noth ­ 
ing unusual had happened. 
Three 
hundred and thirty-nine passenger 
trains, more th a n 29,000 passengers 
and 9,000 pieces of baggage a day 
have been handled in spite of the fire 
without a single train being delayed 
a single minute. 
The 400 employees 
of the depot, aided by hundreds of 
other workmen have been on duty 
night and day and not a train has 
been delayed, not 'a passenger 
has 
been annoyed. 
The superintendent 
of the depot worked ninety-six con­ 
secutive hours w ithout sleep but re­ 
sults were obtained and today St. Paul 
is better equipped to handle all bus­ 
iness than it was before the fire. 
Not one piece of baggage in the 
baggage room was destroyed or even 
wet during the fire although there 
were sixteen large truck loads there; 
not one letter was 
lost 
although 
1200 tons of mail pass through the 
mail room in the station every day. 
There is no delay in St. Paul now. 
Trains are running in aud out as they 
did, transfers are being made in the 
same manner and passengers are ta k ­ 
en care of in even better shape than 
before the fire.
